Seventeen counties, most of lham 
iparcely populated and all of them 
rural, turned in varying majorit'c 
for retention of the eighteenth am¬ 
endment. The larger counties when 
thjB mines, steel mills, glass plants 
arid other industries arc located of¬ 
fered wet leads that rang as high ns 
four to one. 

Voting on prohibition for the firs* 
time since 1912 when it gave 9?.d , »0 
majority for the . tjte bone dry am^ 
endment, the panhandle state appe¬ 
ared headed for a complete righ a- 
bout face. The election, however, 
will have no effect on the state pro¬ 
hibition law. 

Not a county listed as industrial 
or as a large mining center wa* icp- 
reaented as a dry stronghold. Some 
of them are timber counties, others 
are located in the agricolaural Ohio 
valley and the others are largely 
rural with a few mines in some of 
them. Lewis, Gilmer and Roam*, in 
the heart of the oil and gas lields, 
also gave dry majorities. *• 

West Virginia i» the first state be¬ 
low the-Mason-Dixon line t > vote- on 
repeal. Most of those counties 'hat 
•border on southern states voted wr.t, 
although Monroe was dry anJ there 
was a fairly close race in Mercer.
